HENRY TRIESELMAN SET THE

Disconsolate Mistress of a Spendthrift 
Who Killed Himself Makes Away

Revolver That He Used. 


There was a tragic sequel Monday morn- 
ing to the suicide of Henry Trieselman, 
alias Bert Evans, who sent a bullet into 
his brain a week ago. 

Hazel Leslie, the woman who was with 
Evans when he killed himself and on whom 
he had squandered the better part of $20,- 
000, imitated his suicide successfully at the 
same place, the house she presided over, 
2113% Chestnut street, 

The only witness to Monday morning's 


tragedy was Mamie Smith, who -lives in 
another Chestnut street resort. 

The Leslie woman sent Mamie to the rear 
part of the house on an errand. .Thén ehe 
sat on a parlor sofa, and placing the muz- 
zle of a revolver behind her ear, fired. The 
Smith girl rushed in in time-to see her sli 
to the floor, still clutching the revolver. It 
was the same revolver that ended Triesel- 
man’s life. The woman was dead when Pa- 
trolman Dunbar arrived. She was taken 
to the Morgue by way of the dispensary, 
where there were found on the body a goid 
watch and chain, two gold rings, 76 cents, 
several newspaper clippines and three let- 
ters. 

One letter was addressed to the Chief of 
Police, one to Mamie Smith and the third 
to Louis Spelbink, the undertaker who 
buried Trieseiman., 

The letter to the Chief revealed that the 
wolnan had been Miss-Lizgzie Frik of Shelbyg- 
ville, Ind. It read as foliows: 

Chief of Police—I don't want te live and I 
am going to die for love. That is the only 
thing that will keep me from tbe _ insaue 
asylum, for if I tried to, live | would go in- 
sane. I am almost insane now and have no 
heart. My beart is buried deep in the grave 
of Bert Evans and I cannot live witbout him. 
Please do not try to save my life, for you will 
be doling me an injustice. Let.me die in 
ywace, Please sce that my furniture and two 
trunks will go to my motber. The things are 
at 211344 Chestnut street. As for my body, 
have made arrangements with L. Spelbrink of 
1317 Franklin avenue.

KOUTNIK A  MUNCHAUSEN. 


HE DID NOT MAIL THE PACKAGE 
FOR A STRANGER. 


When Put to the Test He Picked Out a 
Detective as the Man From 
Whom He Received the 
Deadly Mixture. 


NEW YORK, Jan. %3.—The story of 
William Koutnik, telling how, at the re- 
quest of a stranger, he mailed the package 
of poison which caused the death of Mrs. 
Adams and the almost fatal iliness of 
Henry Cornish, is exploded, 

The story was fishy, but it served the 
purpose of an unreliable New York journal 


which sells its news to a St. Louls morn- 
ing paper. To-day it is all explained. 
outnik is either ‘‘off’’ mentally or is a 
monumental liar. His friends say it is the 
latter, but his parents hope it is the former. 

The mother sa.d to-dav: 

“I will not say that my son ig crazy, for 
I do not believe he is. 

“I think he is unbalanced, and I think 
that a fall from a street car last summer 
made him so. 

“He will be all right in time, but In the 
meantime he must not be believed. He has 
caused me more heartaches than I can tell. 

is my oldest child and I love him, 
he would be a disgrace to me if I 
thought he was accountable. 

“He is a poor, deluded boy, his mind is 
diseased and he is not nimself. 

“Don't let him swear away the life of a 
man in an attempt to get money and noto- 
riety. He is not responsible. Put him away 
for a time and treat him as a man who is 
euffering from some disease or injury of 
the brain should be treated. I am willing 
and so is his father. 

“Don’t blame him for what he sayée. I 
love ‘him and so does his father, but we 
cannot control him. Be lenient with him 
and accept the gratitude of a heartbroken 
mother and father.”’ 

Be his condiiion what it may, this young 
Munchausen has made himself the most in- 
teresting character in this now really re- 
markable poison mystery. 

His brief life of Zl years has been brim- 
ming over with strange happenings ever 
since it began. He played his star engage- 
ment yesterday. Chief Devery had the 
young man before him. Six men filed into 
thesroom. One was smooth shaven. Kout- 
nik was aeked if he could identify the man 
who gave him the package. Without hesi- 
tation he pointed out the smooth shaven 
man. 

Every one of these six tren was a detec- 
tive on Chief McClusky’e staff. Other de- 
tectives were brqught in, and the clean 
shaven fellows we: promptly ‘“‘identified.’’ 
The youth wae told to clear out. 

Koutnik is the son of a well-known Be- 
hemian cigar maker. At 16 he was grad- 
uated from the public schools. Being can- 
sidered too bright to roll cigars he attended 
Eastman’s Business College at Poughkeep- 
sie for two years. Then he wanted to be 
a doctor, but after two month thought the 
law was about his size. Later he _ con- 
cluded to be an inventor and for a year 
or more he filled the New Jersey, papers 
—his home was at Hoboken—with stories 
of his inventions, but like the Keely motor 
they were never quite completed. 

Gradually the father ‘began to suspect 
that his much-indulged son was a failure. 
He was put to we as a real estate agent, 
but failed. Then he became an instrrance 
agent, but wrote no policies. Next he tried 
forgery. At this he was successful, but 
his nerve failed him before the small boy 
to whom he gave the check for $36 got 
back from the bank. He ran away and 
the child took the money to his mother who 
returned it to the bank. Koutnik was ar- 
rested, but was bailed by his father. 

Married life had fascinations for him 
about this time, and he arranged to marry 
sweet Katie O’Grady. The ceremony was 
to be celebrated in St. Michael’s grim 
monastery onthe Hoboken Hills at 8 o’clock. 
Katie was walking up and down in front 
of the Monastry a half hour before that 
time. She kept on walking until 11 o’clock. 
The priest retired at 10:30 o’clock. 

The girl, hysterical and half fainting, 
went around to Mr. Koutnik’s house. There 
ehe learned that her Willie had just reached 
a hospital, having. he declared, fallen from 
a street car in New York. The doctors 
did not think so, but kept him all night. 
Next day he was dismissed. The marriage 
occurred three months later, just before 
he was to be tried for forgery. 

Two days after the wedding our youthful 
hero went crabbing with a friend. The 
friend came home alone with poor Wille’s 
hat, damp and dismal looking. Willie had 
fallen in the water and drowned, he Sa.. 

Three weeks later Willie returned to ats 
father. Mr. Koutnik promptly put him to 
work nes his house. That is where 
the neighbors first saw the supposed dead 


man. 

Recently times have been hard for Will- 
jam. He has held and lost several jobs, 
eo when a New York paper offered a re- 
word in the Cornish case Willie saw the 
chance of his life. To that paper he hied 
himself and confessed that for twenty-five 
cents he mailed the package for a stranger 
whom he met on the street. His yarn was 
incredfble and easily exploded as _ told 
above. 


FIERCE BLAZE IN CHICAGO. 


Manufacturing Property Worth Over 
$300,000 Destroyed and Many 
‘Narrow Escapes From Death. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—The mahogany ]um- 
ber yards of J. C. Rayner, Morgan and 
Fulton streets, and the box factory owned 
by F. C. Austin burned to-day, causing a 
loss of $325,000. 

The fire was discovered in the lumber 
yards by the watchman. Fanned by a 
strong wind, the large stock of well-sea- 
soned and valuable lumber was all ablaze 
before the arrival of the first engines of 
the Fire Department. The fire spread from 
the lumber yards to the boarding house 
owned by Mrs. Smith. The house was de- 
age Song and the 25 lodgers were driven in- 
to the street in their night clothes. Ten 
of tne firemen were on the roof of Aus- 
tin’s box factory when it caught fire. The 
flames broke through the roof beneath 
them and they were forced to jump to 
the ground. All of them escaped without 
serious injury. A few minutes later the 
roof fell in. The box factory was totally 
destroyed,

HUGE CHUNKS,

Unprecedented Strike in a 
Cripple Creek Mine, 


ORE RUNS $500,000 TO A TON. 


ITS LIKE NEVER MINED ANY- 
WHERE IN THE WORLD. 


Armed Guards Are Watching the, 


Property and Its Value Increases 
With Every Hour’s Work 
on the Levels. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., Jan. 30.—The 
strike in the Isabella mine has not been ex- 
aggerated. 

Your correspondent saw chunks of syi- 
vonite that were three inches thick and 
solid metal, and chunks of the oxidized ore 
of the same width that he whittled with 
his pocket knife. No assays have been 
made on the rock, it is not necessary, but 
pieces of the free gold ore, if ore it can be 
called, at all, run over $500,000 per ton.

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 30.—Rev. Myron 
Winslow Reed, pastor of the Broadway 
Temple, and at different times pastor of 
the Olivet Congregational Church, Mil- 
Waukee, the First Presbyterian Church of 
Indianapolis and «ther churches in the 
Kast and South, died at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital in this city at 4:45 a. m. to-day, after 
a protracted illness due to a general break- 
ing down of the system. Mr. Reed was 
stricken with nervous prostration which 
developed insomnia. His sleeplessness baf- 
fled the skill of the best physicians in the 
city unti' hypnotic power was resorted to. 

his had the effect of quieting his nervous- 
ness and brought sleep to the exhausted 
man. Mr. Reed improved perceptibly for 
several days until a relapse came which 
left him beyond hope of rel.ef. He has been 
sinking slowly for two days. He was un- 
conscious at the end and death came with- 
out pain, 

Myron Winslow was born in the little 
town of Brookfield, Vt., Juiy 24, 1836. : 
father was a minister. Myron was edu

On the 
breaking out of the war he enlisted in the 
8th Michigan Infantry and was appointed 
chaplain of the regiment.

His first pastorate was in a 
smali town in Michigan but he soon after- 
ward accepted the pulpit of a non-sectarian 
church in New Orleans, where he remained 
nearly four years. Here he met Miss Lou- 
ise Lyon, who had gone South to teach tne 
colored people. She was a member of Mr. 
Reed’s choir. They were married at Clif- 
ton, Ill., in 1870. In 1873 he became pastor 
of Olivet Congregational Church of Mil- 
waukee, remaining there for four years. 
This was followed by seven years as pas- 
tor of the First Presbyterian Church of 
Indianapolis, of which ex-President Harri- 
s0n Was a member. In 1883 Mr. Reed became 
pastor of the First Congregational Church 
of Denver, the wealthiest church in the 
city. Here he preached for eleven years, 
Winning a national reputation by the force- 
fulness of his utterances. 

After his resignation from this pulpit the 
Broadway Temple 
ganized for him and from the day of his 
first sermon,’ Feb. 3, 1895, till he was taken 
with his fatal illness six weeks ago, the 
capacity of the Broadway Theater, the 


congregations nearly every Sunday morn- 
ing. Mr. Reed's hearers embraced many 
creeds and walks of life. 

Mr. Reed has always been prominent in 
the politics of this State. 
nominated for Congress by the Democrats 
and though the normal Republican majority 
was from 6000 to 10,000, he was defeated by 
only 800. In 1892 Mr. Reed espoused the 
cause of the People’s party and was again 
tendered a nomination for Congress. He 
declined it and Lafe Pence, to whom the 
nomination was then given, was elected by 
a large majority.

AN OMAHA JUDGE IMPEACHED. 


C. R. Scott on the Bench. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 30.—David Van Ettin, 
an Omaha attorney, has filed charges that 
will lead to an investigation by the Legis- 
lature of Judge C. R. Scott, who presides 
on the district bench, and who is constantly 
doing something wo:th printing. Rumors 
of impeachment proceedings have been 
numerous from different sources for weeks, 
and another prominent law firm is accred- 
ited with having similar plans for the 
downfall of the Omaha jurist if Lawyer 
Van Ettin’s petition fails to fetch him. 
Judge Scott is now serving the last year of 
his second term on the district bench. Since 
his elevation his courtroom hase been the 
scene of endless turmoil, especially among 
lawyers and newspaper men. He has sent 
a number of them to jail for contempt, and 
frequently the Supreme Court has been 
forced to interfere to save citizens from his 
wrath, whether just or otherwise. The 
impeachment petition embodies 30 typewrit- 
ten pages, in which he is accused of de- 
livering tirades from the bench to the rab- 
ble, which he collects for that purpose, 
charged with habitual intoxication from 


tial, that he enters decrees in defiance of 
fhe law and the Supreme Court, that he is 
guilty of oppression, corruption in office, 
and concludes with an oath to his best in- 
formation and -belief that he (Judge Scott) 
is a fugitive from justice. The last charge 
growe out °f Scott's alleged indictment 
years ago in Council Bluffs.

Yesterday's Sunday Post-Dispatch contained an article tell- 
ing how the t. Louis Turner Societies have decided to give a 
monster entertainment on Feb. 22, to obtain funds with which 
to bein the movement of supplying open-air playgrounds to 
the children of the downtown districts. 

This step exhibits a public spirit on the part of the St, Louis 
Turners that is highly commendable. The Turners deserve the 
hearty support of all citizens in such an effort to extend the 
benefits ef physivaleducation among the children. Jane Addams 
of the Hull Ilouce Social Settlement, in Chicago, asserts that 


‘public playgrounds prevent crime, and this is also the experi- 


ence in New York and other.cities that have such 
Playxzrounds. 

The Turners suggest that the fund be used to lease open 
Bspacesand equip them as playgrounds. It would be better to 
acquire the ground by purchase. As downtown values in- 
Crease, leased land would have to be given up, and the move- 
ment might thus be defeated. The playgrounds should be 
permanent, and asthe city has several lots that are not being 
used, it ought not to be difficult to get some of these set apart 
for the purpose. 7 

If the Turner scheme is helped by the public as it should be, 
one or more of the proposed playgrounds might be openéd next 
spring.

The one was a necessary measure of national self-defense: 
the other is the beginning of a totally new policy of “expan- 
sion” not merely beyond the bounds of the Continent, but into 
another hemisphere. 

The one involved only the purchase of contiguous and 
sparsely inhabited territory, whose possession was absolutely 
necessary to the country’s well-being; the other is a seizure 
of fully populated territories as remote from us as the girth of 
the globe permits, and utterly unrelated to our national ex- 
istence. 

The one by distinct treaty stipulation agreed to take into 
the Union, with all the rights of citizenship and Statehood 
guaranteed at the earliest possible time, populations in sym- 
pathy with our institutions; the other annexes populations 
without their consent that ncebody even thinks of as fit for, 
or likely ever to be fit for, American citizenship.

Plaquemine, La., removes another represen. | 


tative of the rapidly disappearing group of 
river men Whose life included the halcyon 
davs of steamboating. 

For the larger part of the 49 years that 
Capt. Carter ran a boat between St. Louis 


and New Orleans, a steamboat Captain was | 


an object of awe and admiration. His so- 
cial status wes insured by his position, 
which gave him the entrance to the best 
of homes, | 

Captain Carter was born in Cape Girnr- 
deau, Mo., in 18384, but it was not until his 
Mih vear that he made steamboating his 
vocation. The first boat he worked on plied 
between St. Louis and Memphis, and on this 


he remained several vears. Then he became | 


a pilot and then a captain and commander 
of his own boate. Just before and during 
the Civil War Capt. Carter was in the em- 
ploy of the St. Loufs and Memphis Packet 
(‘o., better known as the old “White Col- 
lar’’ Line. During the war he was in Gov- 
ernment service on several occasions, al- 
though never regularly enlisted, for his con- 
victions, though el ghtly toward the Union, 
were not strong enough to cause him to en- 
ter into actual hostilities towards the 
South. 

Previous to 1872, there had been no direct 
river connection between St. Louis and 
New Orleans, but in that year a line was 
established by a combination of the St. 
Louis & Memphis Packet Co. with lines 
running further south. With. the institu- 
tion of the new company, which was known 
as the New Orleans and St. Louis Anchor 
Line. Capt. Carter, then in command of 


the Mary E. Forsythe, entered its service. 


He was employed by this company con- 
tinuously from that date until his re- 
tirement in 1892, an even 2 years. - The 
last boat on which Capt. Carter saw ser- 
vice was the famous old ‘‘City of New Or- 
leans,"’ which was afterwards dismuantied 
and her hulk is now being used ii tne eon- 
struction of the “City of Pittsburg,” which 
will be the largest boat on the river. 

Another vessel at one time under Tis 
command was the City of Monroe, the total 
destruction of which occurred during the 
memorable St. Louis cyclone of 9%. For a 
long time he was captain of the “John A, 


Scudder.’’ named after the St. Louis capi- | 


talist, formerly manager of the Anchor 
Line, the dissolution of which happened 
last year when its assets were sold by 
order of the court, the company having 
gone into bankruptcy.

Charles Waiker, whose home is in Ann 
Arbor,. Mich., was robbed of $108 by five 
highwaymen on Seventh street, between 
Walnut and Elm streets, at ! o'clock Mon- 
day morning. 

An hour later William Daniels, William 
Collins, Ernest Webber, Robert Jackson 
and Thomas Quigley were arrested on sus- 
picion of being the robbers. Walker posli- 
tively identified Webber and Daniels, and 
warrangs charging highway rcbbery were 
issued against them. 

Walker is a bricklayer, about 9 years 
old, and was passing through St. Louis on 
his way to Oronogo, Mc., for a visit with 
relatives. He reached the city Sunday 
evening and expected to leave Monday 
morning. The first part of the evening he 
passed in the Ohio saloon, at Geventh and 
Market streets. He drank some, but was 
not intoxicated. He and the bartender got 
to shaking dice. There was no throwimg for 
money, and the stranger took cigars for 
his winnings. 

It was about midnight when he started 
out to find a room for the night. One of 
the men who had been leunging about the 
Ohio followed him and directed him sou‘h 
on Seventh _ street. Tho stranger was 
steered intc the saloon at FKighth and Wal- 
nut streets, owned by Ben Horracks, a 
brother of the notorious Harry Horracks. 

ere Was a crowd in the saloon and 
Some One proposed a dice game. Walker 
did not care to indulge and said suv. He 
offered to treat everybody and che offer 
Was accepted. In paying for the drinks 
Walker exhibited his money. 

When he left Walker’did not look behina 
him. If he had done so he might have sén 
five dark figures sku!lk ng along in the shad- 
ows behing him.

HE WAS HEAVILY SHACKLED. 


FAMOUS “COIN-SWEATER” WILL 


SERVE TEN MONTHS. 


When Out of the Penitentiary He Pro- 
poses to Live in St. Louis 
and Make an Honest 


, a aren Living. eS aid 


James L. Wilcéx, one of the most re- 
markable prisoners ever confined in the 
St. Louis Jail, left Monday morning !n 
the custody of a United States Deputy 
Marshal for Jefferson City, Mo., where he 
goes to enter upon a 10-months’ imprison- 
ment for one of the most remarkable 
schemes ever worked in St. Louis. 

His faithful wife, who has been his con- 
stant companion in all his wanderings and 
operations, and who, when he has been in 
prison several times serving time, lived al- 
ways in the city where he was imprisoned, 
was at the jail early and talked through 
the screen to him until the official led him, 


heavily shackled, away to the street car. 
She followed and accompanied him to 
Union Station and remained, watching, un- 
til the train departed. 

Wilcox was arrested last July, as was told 
exclusively in the Post-Dispatch at _ the 
time, for “‘sweating”’’ gold coins, and, in 
connection with it, for trying to sell the 
output of a gold mine, the specimens from 
which had been ‘‘salted’’ with the gold 
6weated from the United States coins. 
William H. Shaw was associated with Wil- 
cox in the venture, and posed as the owner 
of the mine. They procured rooms ii a 
house on Washington avenue, advertised 
in the newspapers and had many prospect- 
ive purchasers visit their establishment. 
The room was as ingeniously fitted up as 
was Keely’s laboratory, where the famous 
perpetual motion machine was exhibited, 
and it was as full of deceit. 

Wilcox is an expert chemist and metal- 
lurgist. He had a great quantity of ore 
in a warehouse nearby. His victim could 
select specimens of the ore at random. 
Wilcox had a new process of assaying, and 
he conducted the operation before the eves. 
of his intended victim. The assay was 
done by means of chemicals and was inex- 
pensive. When the assay was complete 
the victim was given the gold accruing 
from the test. A jeweler of known integ- 
rity would test the gold, and it was always 
found to be pure gold. ‘ 

Just before Wilcox and Shaw could fleece 
a St. Louisan of a large sum of money on 
the gold ore scheme they were arrested on 
the charge of passing coins of light weight. 
The Government authorities did not know 
the value of the arrest until the Post-Dis- 
patch exposed the swindlers. It was shown 
that the men had served a term in the 
Baltimore prison for sweating coin, and 
sae had operated in every big city in the 

They were indicted and Wilcox turned 
State’s evidence. He made a statement be- 


'fore United States Judge Adams and ex- 


plained his operations in full. He admitted 
he conceived the idea and induced Shaw to 
become a party to the crime. Shaw made 
admissions also, and pleaded guilty. He 
was sentenced to three years’ imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary. Wilcox was 
given the eame sentence, but on recom- 
mendation' of Judge Adams and the Dis 
trict Attorney, President McKinley com- 
muted Wilcox’s sentence to 10 monihs. 

Wilcox is a remarkable man. He is about 
40 years old and has none of the criminal 
in his external make-up. He looks like 
a prosperous, happy, business man. He 
was well-dressed, his light-colored trousers 
were newly creased, his black coat fits him 
well, his tan shoes were pofished and dis 
step was elastic as he ran across the 
street and stepped no his car. He admits 
he has been a lawbreaker for ears, but 
he says he can earn an honest liv ng and as 
ge as ao — <y freedom this time 

e promises to forsake th 
for all time to come. ee 

His wife is a handsome woman, stylish 
and intelligent. She makes her home with 
a family in the West End and says she 
will stay in St, Louis until her husband is 
free and then they will make their home 
in this city. 

Wilcox. is a native of Illinois and was 
given a good education. He was a civil 
engineer and did considerable work in the 
Northwest. He was a good shot and killed 
a large number of wolves.

He sold these at a big 
profit and kept up the traffic until he was 
detected, arrested, convicted and sent to 
the penitentiary in Illinois for three years, 

He and Shaw met and in 1893 they went 
into the real estate business in Chicago. 
Tney made money, but lost it later. Then 
they went into the coin-sweating business. 
They prospered awhile and gave the United 
States Secret Service authorities a chase all 
OV the country. They were arrested in 
Baltimore and were given penitentiary sen- 
tences. When they were released they met 
in St. Louis and both are again in the 
penitentiary,

“Way Down Fast” is a problem play 
though it has not been viewed from that 
standpoint by the critics. The problem is 
whether a woman who has been betrayed 
into a mock marriage hae the right to take 
advantage of the technicality and_ select 
another husband in place of the villainous 
but apparently penitent father of her dead 
child. The author, Lottie Blair Parker, ev- 
dently thought she had, and the audience 
at the Olympic last evening seemed to agree 
with her. Phe story is easily told. Anna 
Moore comes into the home of ‘Squire 
Amassa Bartlett in New Hampshire and 
works for her living. ‘Squire Bartlett s son 
fall in love with her. he *Squire learns 
that ehe has a past and ty¥rns her out of 
doors in a snowstorm. The son follows and 
rescues her from death. The villain, who 
hates the son. offers to marrv the girl in 
reality. She rejects him, and the Squire 
approves her decision. It is made perfectly 
clear that the wronged girl had believed 
herself to be a lawful wife, and it is equal- 
ly clear that she accepts the circumstance 
that she has been made free, as a prac- 
ticable divorce. It is a great dramatic ar- 
gument in favor of the right of a lady to 
take a hew husband if the old one proves 
unéatisfactory 

There is a problem in. the production, 
too—how ‘s the snowstorm effect produced? 
Nothing like it thas ever been seen in St. 
Louis before. It is‘almost im sible not to 
believe that it is a real izzard while 
you are looking at it. There are other 
touches of realism in the production that 
eclipse anything ever seen here, A real tea- 
kettle is made to boil and breathe out real 
steam in full view of the audience, real 
water is used bv the men when they wash 
their faces, a real ehurn dasher is man.pu- 
lated in a real churn, that seems to be 
jcaded with. real miik. For perfection of 
realistic detail the play is superior to both 
“The Old Homestead” and “Shore Acres. 
There is a good deal of homely humor in 
it, and some — situations, but the 
greatest merit lies in the realism of the 

rops. , 

Pirhe company is strong. Odell Williams, 
a most capable delineator of bucolic char- 
acter, plays the part of the benevolent, 
but stern old Squire. Phoebe Davis, as the 
heroine, does good work, It is so good that 
she makes one remember her to the ex- 
clusion é6f some of the others.
